Telecom Regulatory Authority, that the new WRC-15 Amateur Secondary Allocation 
5351.5 — 5366.5 kHz is now allowed in the country. The IARU Region! bandplan 
should be used with a maximum power limit available of 15W EIRP. 


Yves has been living in Senegal for 18 months. He is mainly QRV around 5354 kHz in 


CW mode and sometimes on 5357 kHz FT8 Mode. He lives near Dakar and although 
he suffers from QRM early evenings, this lessens later on in the night. 


DX News

March. He will operate CW only on 80 — 17m. QSL via Club Log OQRS. 


Sven HB9DXB will be QRV from Vietnam during March signing XV9DXB. QSL 
manager is EB7DX. 


IOTA chasers may be interested to know that members of the Russian Robinson Club 
plan a visit to Wellington Island (SA-032) off the coast of Chile from 12th — 16th 
March using the callsign XR8RRC. In addition with weather and transport permitting 
they may be able to spend up to 2 days on Riesco Island (SA-091) around 19th — 21st 
March on the way back to the mainland.
